cannot say what the exact amount of 
my liabilities is, nor what the sum 
of the assets will be to meet them. 
If the people understood this matter, 
if the mendacious free-trader bad not 
so extensively deceived them, the 
failure of John Roach would be 
looked upon from ocean to ocean as 
a National calamity. This is not a 
party question. I have been a Re- 
publican, but above that I have first, 
last, and ever been an American.

OmameDtktlon of the Farm s Source of 


Revenue In Dollars and Cents. 


That ornament does not pay is * 


common notion among farmers, and it 
•is a correct one it tho result' is meas- 
ured by immediate return in dollars 
and cents. 
If a man regards an in- 


crease in tho value of his real estate as 
protit, however, thero arc few outlays 
which will bring such returns as judi- 
cious ornamenting. 
It is fully as im- 


portant to "put the best side out'1 in 
transfers of real estate as in transfers 
of horses or fruits. 
Embellishment is 


worth more in rendering a farm at- 
traotiTO than is a fine harness in show- 
ing oft' a horse, from the fact that the 
embellishment is part and parcel of tho 
ifarm itself. 
Kyery one has observed 


the superior readiness with which tastily 
ornamented farms soil. The differences 
in market value between such farms 
and similar ones which possess ruj or- 
nainents often amount to twenty-Ove 
or even fifty per cent, of what may bo 
termed tho intrinsic values. 
Even if 


one never expects to sell his farm, ju- 
dicious embellishment is a source of 
p'rolit as an advertisement of tho owner 
and his crops. 
Many of the most suc- 


icessful fruit-growers and stockmen un- 
'derstand this fact. 
Advertising is as 


'profitable in farming as iu any other 
'pursuits, and farmers ought to know 
it. 
A beautiful place at once attracts 


notice; people become interested iu it. 
.Fruit from such a place is usually more 


• prized than from shiftless farms. 
Tho 
;idea that the simple planting of trees 
'and shrubs 
comprises 
tho 
whole 


•of 
rural 
embellishment 
is 
an- 


other common fallacy. 
The efl'cctiyo 


planting of home grounds requires 
a higher art than simple gcod taste. 
Landscape gardening is as truly a lino 
art as in painting or architecture. Few 
people have a genius for this work, and 
,it is not to te expected lhat every 
farmer will lay out his grounds iu the 
best taste. But he should realize the 
Jact that planting requires thought antl 
study, and he should know that tho 
haphazard planting of trees iu his door- 
vard is not necessarily ornamental or 
useful. 
To give f u l l instruction on this 


point would be to write a treatise on 
landscape art. 
It will stillice lo name 


some common errors. 


Building too near the road if the first 


and worst. Thero is too much of adis- 
-poiitioii to "save land" for coru and 
'potatoes. This economy is often short- 
sighted. It is liko .storing the cob and 
throwing away the corn. Afarm-hwuso 
jean not present a good appearance un- 
'less it stands four or live rods or more 
iback from the road. 
Such a situation 


is also a matter of great convenience in 
escaping dust, and noise, and publicity. 


The disposition to make everything 


straight is almost universal.

that all water to be used for drinking 
purposes, unless known to be pure, 
should be boiled half an hour. He 
appeals to his cxperiencu during tho 
Philc'.lolphia Exposition as an instance 
of the clltcacy ot hi.s plan. 
A porous 


earthen vessel is a good thing to put 
tho water in to cool, and if boiled in 
tho evening and placed in earthen ves- 
sels in a cool place to got cold, tho 
water will be lunnd cold enough in tho 
morning for mau\ people to drink 
without ice. It is a simple preventive 
of the cause of many diseasew, and the 
fact lhat impure water by no means 
betrays itself,as many suppose, oy an ap- 
pearance of impurity, but is frequently 
clear and limpid and agreeable to tho 
taste, adds to the danger from this, 
cause. It has been shown over and 
over again that impure water is not at 
all confined to cities, but is even more 
trequently in the welU which supply 
onr country residents. 
It used to bo 


held generally that even when surface 
impurity existed within a radius of tho 
well sufficiently limited todrain into it, 
the percolation through tho soil would 
remove every particle of impurity from 
the water ero it reached tho well, but 
scientists havo shown that such is not 
the case. During the very hot weather, 
when so much water i.s drank, it is well 
to be on the safe side. 
A little cold 


coffee or p. very little vinegar and a 
little sugar poured into the water, make 
a very palatable and refreshing drink 
in hot weather. 
All very coltl drinks 


should bo imbibed slowly. Suddenly 
Hooding the stomach with a large quan- 
tity of ice-i'old liquid is always attended 
with more or less risk, according to 
the condition of the drinker at the time.

Fowls cat their own feathers for a 


similar reason to that which impels 
eows or horses to cat boards, bones and 
siicli things. 
This unnatural appetite 


is due to a want of proper-nutrition, 
either from indigestion or from an in- 
sufficient 
supply of 
proper 
food. 


Feathers contain a large proportion of 
sulphur and nitrogen, and unless these 
are supplied in the food the natural in- 
stinct of tho animal, by which tho re- 
quired nutriment is selected impels it 
to consume feathers to supply 
its 


needs. 
Somo chopped meat, broken 


bones, chopped cabbage, rapo or mus- 
tard seed, and turnips contain 
tho 


neec^sarv nutriment for the growth of 
the plumage, and with a regular sup- 
ply ol these, in addition to tho usual 
grain, thero will be no inducements for 
the fowls to eat each other's feathers.

COPIOUS MILKING COWS. 


lUafcs Which Cau Always be Avoided ky 


Careful Management. 


A large development of the milk 


organs, with a corresponding yield ol 
milk, is very desirable in a cow: but. 
like all other good things, it has itq 
drawbacks. These .arc tlie inevitable 
trouble before and after calving, and 
tne danger of garget, or milk fever; 
but the.se risks can always be avoided 
by judicious and careful management. 
It is not impossible for a dairyman to 
get through twenty-live or thirty years 
of experience with cows without having 
any accident or trouble in any wav 
whatever with his cows at the most 
critical1 periods: yet somo havo had 
frequent bad luck(?)—as it is termed— 
at such times with their best cows. 
I 


have always believed that bad luclc 
should be a synonym for carelessness, 
negltct, and bad management, and 
that good or bad luck is tho result of 
one's own carefulness or mistakes. 
It 


jis especially so in regard to the man- 
'agement of cows, especially the heavy 
.milkers and those which are hard to 
•dry off, and also with young heifers 
with their lirst calves; and the manage- 
ment of the latter should be precisely 
,the same in principle as that of tha 
former. 
The greatest trouble with 


'heavy milkers approaching tho period 
;of calving is in reducing the flow ol 
.milk. 
A good deal of unnecessary 


trouble, however, i.s borrowed in this 
direction. 
It is a popular idea that it 


;is indispensible that tho cow should be 
^dried oil'before she calves, chiefly for 
the reason that otherwise the calf will 
suffer. 
With ordinary cow? there is no 


difficulty in this matter, because ttic 
milk secretion begins to fail almost as 
soon as the cow becomes pregnant, and 
tho trouble is rather to retain tho How 
of milk than to lessen it. 
But will) 


copious and persistent milkers, which 
'keep on milking, the owner becomes 
alarmed when tho t:mo has passed at 
which the other cows are dry, and 
imagines all sorts of mischief. Now, 
.ifis limply a question of adequate feod- 
,ing and nutrition whether a cow can 
;keep on milking aud produce a strong, 
healthy call', or not; for thero i.s no 
,dralt whatever on the system that can 
;not be supplied and made up by proper 
ifood. 
If 
the 
food 
is 
of 
Uie 


•right 
kind and of 
sufficient quan- 


tity, there i.s no reason whatever lor 
Ihe owner to make any special ollorts 
to dry the cow. 
Usually tho milk se- 


cretion is small, varying from three to 
'fourteen ounces of solid matter, ot 
\vhichalargepartisfat, so thai there 
is no special necessity for any very 
great change iu the feeding excepting 
lo supplv the needed phosphates and 
llie nitrogen for the building up of tins 
frame of the calf. Tlie kind of food 
most required i.s bran, whii:;i 11 m-h 
iu these two elumonts, as indeed in all 
the elements of botli milk and blood, 
which in fpoiut of fact, consist essen- 
tially of the very same substances, and 
two pounds of bran would amply sup- 
ply all the material required lor tlie 
perfection of the fu.-:ns. 


The great mischief is done byunwi.se 


efforts to dry up Iho cow, under tlio 
impression that some great injury will 
happen unless the (loxvol ruiik isstopped. 
1 havo known farmers 
and dairv- 


men to bathe the udder with a solution 
ot alum, a decoction ot oak or willow 
bark, and even give tlieso deleterious

ot drying the milk.

.so only by producing nn utJaelc ut gar- 
got, with all it.s accompanying mis- 
chiefs.

may suffer instead of the milk secre- 
tion. 
The only way is to rely upon 


Nature, supplying such food as is re- 
quired and giving no other. 
Corn 


meal, and especially co!ton-seed meal, 
.should be avoided; bran only should bo 
n«cJ, and this should bo given dry; and 
whati-ver milk is produced should bo 
(Irtiwn with regularity, tho udder be- 
ing drained perfectly dry every time. 
It is not safe to leave a'liitle milk iu 
the udder in the hope ot drying tho 
cow. 
This will not do with large milk- 


ers, as it clogs the milk ducts aud en- 
gorges the very small secreting lobules 
of the glands, which, during milk.ng, 
are in active stimulation, and thus 
gives those very sensitive organs a se- 
vere shock, winch may result, in an at- 
tack of garget or pave" tlie way for milk 
t'c\er. It is best not to make any etl'ort 
whatever to check the milk secretion, 
but at the same time not to encourage 
it by the use of sloppy food; also To 
avoid all iullammatorv tendencies bsr 
retraining from highly carbonaceous 
and nitrogenous food, as tlio oil meals. 
or any grain 
food, excepting bran. 


The whole system should be kept loose, 
free and cool, if neccs.-ary, by tho u-e 
of snial! doses ot Kpsom or (ilaubi-r 
salts; for co.stiveness may easily be the 
precursor ot serious mischief. "Lastly, 
all fussing should be avoided: tho co'w 
should not be annoyed by extra career 
worrisome attentions, but having done 
all that is wise and r.voided all that i.s 
otherwise, the owner of the valuable 
aniiEu! should leave tlie re-l to nature, 
which is the best physician and nurse, 
after all, if we do not fuoli.shly interfere 
with her.

how much food and fresh wator to give 
their lish, I bring them bach here and 
let them see Ihu effects of disregarding 
what I say.

creatures' gills first. 
Tlio gills, you 


know, are the fish's lungs, and, while 
disease of the gills is not always con- 
sumption, it is always fatal unles- 
checked- 


"In the next tank we have a couplo 


of common gold-fish in the first stages 
of asphyxia, which is perhaps the most 
common form of disease, and one most 
easily treated if taken in time. 
But 


most people are so obtuse that they 
have no idea their fish is sick until th 
case is too far gone for cure; and even 
if they do discover tho illnesn in time 
and call me in they fail to follow my 
directions to tho letter, and in conse- 
quence tho fish diet). It was on account 
of this last fact that I originated my 
gold-lisu hospital. 
Now when 1 am, 


called to a sick fish, instead of pro 
scribing for it, if the case is curable, J 
immediately dip it out of the aquari- 
um, place it in my bucket and carry i! 
here to the hospital, whore it receive; 
what it needs, which is plenty of pure 
water and sunlight. 


"The pair in this tank came to me 


yesterday-. Tho only evidence of dis- 
ease was the fact that they were losing 
color and appetite.

The only thing to 
bo dofo with them—and, by the way, 
it w the best thing for tho unpracticcd 
owner of gold-fish to do in every casd 
of incipient disease—is to keep the 
wator fairly warm, to givo no food for 
a few days, and to dissolve a teuspoon- 
iul of common salt in tho water in the 
aijuarium. 


"When your golu-thh begin to grow 


fat at an alarming rate, and several of 
their scales loosen and come oil', the 
chances are that they are in trouble. 
No matter how voraciously thev may 
eat. no matter how plump they may 
look—in fact, because of both these 
things—you may set it down as truth 
that vour gold-fish have the dropsy. 
If, 


cared for at tho beginning they may re- 
cover, but if neglected death will ensue 
in tho course, of about three months. 


"Because I have so many sick fishes 


here you must not imagine that the 
rearing of gold-fish is attended with 
greater mortality than the raising of 
almost aiiy living pet. They may^ be 
reared from the egg try almost anyone 
who will take as much care of them ac 
of an average house plant, and they are 
quite as healthy as a canary bird."—

The Prussian Rail- 
way Regiment (das Eiscnbahn Regi- 
ment) is organized in a regimental stafl 
and two battalions of tour companies 
each. A company in peace time con- 
sists of four otlicers, eighteen non-com- 
missioned officers and one hundred 
privates. 
The regiment is for excellent 


reasons, for al.1 purposes of training, 
placed immediately under the genera) 
staff. 
It is only by being constantly in 


immediate contact with the best and 
moat selected officers of tho German 
Army that tho officers of the Railway 
Corps can bo expected to know and 
learn what is required of them. They 
are thus able to know the slightesl 
alteration taking place in Gorman and 
foreign railway matters, as well as 
every change or innovation in foreign 
armies. 
They have, moreover, imme- 


diate access to men in high authority, 
and can thus at oncx- make known their 
ideas in quarters where they can take 
eU'ect without delay. 
The materiet 


given to the Prussian'Kailway Regiment 
is very considerable, and is a striking 
contrast to ftie parsimony in the use 
and expenditure of stores generally 
practiced in the German service, thus 
showing the great importance at- 
tained 
to 
the 
efficient 
training 


of this new branch of tho army. 
The 


regiment, in fact, actually possesses 
and works by itself a lino from Berlin 
to the artillery practice ground near 
Lutterbach, some thirty Knglish miles 
long. It has been given in addition 
a large practice ground, with every 
facility for training recruits. 
Hero the 


latter are taught laying sleepers, rails 
and telegraph wires, destroying and 
repairing lines and engines, in fact, 
every kind of railroad 
work, 
and 


bridges have been built to train men 
in the repair of broken arctics, -Sic., 
destroyed railroad 
works 
of every 


kind. 
Tho regiment has an ample 


supply of rolling stock of engines, 
passwiiger 
carriages, 
goods 
vans, 


trucks, ifcc. There is thus every facil- 
itv for training men to act as por- 
ters or unskilled workmen in the load- 
ing and unloading of warlike and 
other stores, and teaching non-com- 
missioned officer.0 and artificers engine 
driving, the care ami repair of engines, 
the duties 
of 
firemen, pointsmen, 


shunters, oic , and finally the duties ot 
railway guards for the management ot 
trains and regulation of tralic. 
The 


strength of tho Railway Regiment, 
large as it is iu peace, would be enor- 
mously increased were it mobilized for 
war. 
Before the second battalion was 


raised Paris 
and Helldorf 
put the 


strength 
of tho 
German 
Railway 


Corps, when mobilized for war, at 
eight companies 
of artificers, four 


traffic companies, and two companies 
'of unskilled workmen.
